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INTRODUCTION 


The Navigable Waters Protection Act, R.S.C., 1970, Chapter 
N-19, is a Federal Statute designed to protect the public right 
of navigation in navigable waters, as defined in the Statute, by 
prohibiting the building or placement of any “work” in, upon, 
over, under, through, or across a navigable water without 
approval of the Minister of Transport. The Act is administered 
by the Canadian Coast Guard organization of Transport 
Canada. 


IMPORTANT 


An approval granted by the Minister in respect of a work, and 
the site and plans thereof pursuant to the Statute, is only an 
authorization to interfere with the public right of navigation to 
the extent of the work for which site and plans have been 
approved. It is not a general Federal Government approval. 
The approval of the Minister is not an approval of construction 
nor an authorization in respect of any statute, regulation or 
bylaw, Federal, Provincial or Municipal, which may require 


some other form of authorization in respect of construction, 
land use, noise, weed or pollution control, zoning or like mat- 
ters, nor does such approval of the Minister vest in the recipi- 
ent any title, easement, restriction or other property rights in 
respect of the land on which the work is to be placed or in 
respect or any property adjacent to or in the vicinity of the 
work. In view of the foregoing, it is suggested that application 
be made for permits of occupation where these are 
applicable. 

An approval granted by the Minister under the Navigable 
Waters Protection Act remains applicable to the work notwith- 
standing the transfer of title to the work. Alterations to the 
originally approved work will require the approval of the 
Minister. 

Where Crown owned land, Federal or Provincial, is involved, 
arrangements should be made with the department or agency 
charged with the administration of such land before construc- 
tion is commenced.

1. WHAT STRUCTURES AND ACTIVITIES IN NAV IGABLE 


WATERWAYS ARE SUBJECT TO THE ACT? 


In determining whether your work is subject to the Navigable 
Waters Protection Act and Navigable Waters Works Regula- 
tions, the following examples of works that are subject may be 
of assistance to you: 

(a) any bridge, causeway, trestle, culvert, dam, boom, wharf, 
dock, jetty, breakwater, retaining wall, gabion wall, barge 
platform, slipway, pier, ferry terminal facility, tunnel, float- 
ing raft, ski jump platform, marina facility, weir, log boom 
tie-up, piles, dolphins, and mooring buoy; including any 
approaches or other works necessary or appurtenant 
thereto; 

(b) any excavation or dredging of material, including sand 
and gravel removal from the bed of a navigable water 
and dumping or disposal of sand material below high 
water; dumping of any material likely to contain sediment 
(i.e. snow dumping in navigable waterways); 

(c) any overhead and submarine telegraph or power cable, 
or wire, pipelines for gas, oil or solids, water pipes, water 
intake and outfall structures, sewer pipes or outlets; 

(d) any scientific towers or artificial islands constructed for 
the development of natural resources; monopod drilling 
equipment, stationary oil and gas drilling platforms, well 
Capping equipment; 

(e) any structure, device or thing, whether similar in charac- 
ter to those referred to in this paragraph or not, that may 
interfere with navigation. 


2. WHAT IS THE DEFINITION OF NAVIGABLE WATERS? 


“Navigable Waters” includes any body of water capable, in its 
natural state, of being navigated by floating vessels of any 
description for the purpose of transportation, recreation or 
commerce; it also includes a canal and any other body of 
water created or altered for public use, as a result of the 
construction of any work, as well as any waterway where the 
public right of navigation exists by dedication of the waterway 
for public purposes, or by the public having acquired the right 
to navigate through long use. 

NOTE: The preceding definition is used for administrative 
purposes only and is not to be construed as a legal definition 
of navigability; navigability is a matter of fact and not of law. 
The authority to determine navigability of waterways rests 
with the Minister of Transport. 


3. GENERAL INFORMATION 


3.1 HOW TO MAKE APPLICATION 

Application under the Navigable Waters Protection Act is 
normally made by letter, which should describe the nature and 
extent of the work, its location, and anticipated time of con- 
struction. It should be accompanied by ten copies of the plans 
of the proposed work, in sufficient detail to show the extent of 
the project below high water mark. Although we do not pro- 
vide a standard application form, you will find on page 16 a 
suggested format for your letter; it is not imperative, however, 
that it follow precisely the wording indicated. 

To expedite your application you may forward five copies of 
your plans to the Chief, Navigable Waters Protection Act 
Programs Division, Canadian Coast Guard, Department of 


Transport, 6th Floor, Tower “A”, Place de Ville, Ottawa, On- 
tario, K1A ON7, and five copies to the appropriate Canadian 
Coast Guard Office. See pages 5 — 6 listing Regional and 
District Offices and their respective areas of jurisdiction. 


4. TYPES OF APPLICATIONS 


4.1 FORMAL APPROVAL — Section 5(1) of the Act 
Section 5(1) of the Act stipulates that works such as bridges, 
booms, dams, causeways or works, which are considered to 
substantially interfere with navigation, be processed as requir- 
ing formal approval which involves the registration of plans 
and advertising. (See detachable letter of application). 


4.1.1 Plan Requirements — (see examples) 

(a) Plans of the proposed or “as constructed” work must 
give sufficient detail (dimensions, cross-section of the 
work), and be drawn to scale, to enable officials of the 
Canadian Coast Guard to ascertain the effects of the 
work on navigation; 

(b) Site plan is to be provided; 

(c) Ten copies of the plans of the proposed work are re- 
quired, one copy bearing the certificate and signature of 
the local Registrar of Deeds or Land Titles Office. (Di- 
mensions — 210 mm x 297 mm (8%” x 1134” minimum.) 

NOTE: Charts and plans. showing the location, extent and 
character of the work are an essential part of an application. 
Parties desiring to do major work in navigable waters are 
advised to consult with our District or Regional officials to 
avoid the unnecessary expense of preparing plans for major 
works that would, in some geographical locations of Canada, 
not meet the requirements of the Canadian Coast Guard. See 
list of Regional and District Offices, (Pages 5-6 ). 


4.1.2 Advertising 

(a) To avoid unnecessary advertising expenses, it is sug- 
gested that you do not advertise until officials of the 
Canadian Coast Guard have had the opportunity to 
investigate the application and the Chief, Navigable 
Waters Protection Act Programs Division of the Canadian 
Coast Guard has advised you that the Department is 
willing to recommend approval of the site and plans. 
Otherwise, if alterations must be made in the said plans, 
it will be necessary to re-advertise. 

(b) When required, advertising must be done after the fina/ 
description and plans have been deposited with the 
Navigable Waters Protection Act Programs Division of 
the Canadian Coast Guard and the Registrar of Deeds. 

(c) The advertisement should be drawn up as per the form 
on page 2 inserted once in the legal section 
of two local newspapers and the Canada Gazette. Ad- 
dress for the Canada Gazette is: Chief, Canada Gazette 
Division, Printing Operations, Supply & Services Canada, 
Printing Bureau Building, Hull, Quebec. K1A 0S7 

(d) Proof of Advertising by statutory declaration is required. 
Forms for this purpose may be obtained without charge 
from the Department of Transport. 

NOTE: If changes in the plans are to be made after the work 
has been published in the Canada Gazette and two local 
newspapers, it will be necessary for applicants to re-advertise 
in the same publications.

It is essential that the location of the existing or proposed work be properly identified for the information of the public. The location 


of the work may also be indicated as being on a water lot, giving the number of the water lot or lot number in front of which it 
is situated. 


Where a work is to extend from one side of the river to the other, as in the case of a bridge, cable, dam, etc., the location should 
read from 


well determined points. 


4.2 APPLICATIONS UNDER SECTIONS 5(2); 6(4); 9(2) 


4.2.1 Exemptions — Section 5(2) of the Act 
Section 5(2) of the Act exempts all works (except a bridge, 
boom, dam, causeway) not considered to substantially inter- 
fere with navigation. If you think the work you propose to 
construct, or have constructed, might come under this exemp- 
tion, you should submit a letter of application and ten copies 
of the plan showing the nature of the works. (See detachable 
letter of application). Plan Requirements — (see examples) 
(a) Plans of the proposed or “as constructed” work must 
give sufficient detail (dimensions, cross section of the 
work), and be drawn to scale, to enable officials of the 
Canadian Coast Guard to ascertain the effects of the 
work on navigation. 
(b) Site plan is to be provided. 
(c) Ten copies of the plan are required (on sheets 210 mm x 
297 mm (8%” x 1134” minimum). 


4.2.2 Navigable Waters Protection Act — Sections 6(4) 
and 9(2) 

Section 6(4) and Section 9(2) of the Navigable Waters Protec- 
tion Act may be used in processing your application. The 
applicability of these sections, however, will be determined by 
Officials of the Canadian Coast Guard. 


4.3 NATIONAL ENERGY BOARD ACT AND RAILWAY 
ACT 

The Navigable Waters Protection Act does not apply to “Com- 
panies’, as defined by the National Energy Board Act, R.S.C., 
1970, Chapter N-6. Instead, approval to construct pipelines in 
a navigable water will be granted in accordance with Section 


76 of the National Energy Board Act. Railway Companies to 
which the Railway Act is applicable should follow the proce- 
dure set out in Section 189 of the Railway Act, R.S.C. 1970, 
Chapter R-2. 


4.4 INTERIM APPROVAL 

Where commencement of construction is urgent, the Minister 
may, under Section 10 of the Act and paragraph 3(2) of the 
Navigable Waters Works Regulations, give a limited approval 
that remains in force while the formalities of the application 
are proceeding. This approval lapses in six months unless 
extended by the Minister. A fee of $500 is payable to the 
Receiver General of Canada for covering the cost of an 
immediate inspection by officials. Reasons for urgency must 
be stated in the application letter addressed to the Chief, 
Navigable Waters Protection Act Programs Division, Canadian 
Coast Guard, Department of Transport, 6th Floor, Tower “A”, 
Place de Ville, Ottawa, Ontario, K1A ON7, and a certified 
cheque payable to the Receiver General of Canada must be 
included. To expedite your request for interim approval, you 
may forward five copies of your plans to the address pre- 
viously mentioned and five copies to the appropriate Regional 
Office (see geographical locations and address list for the 
Regional and District offices).
